Library 
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Stable Tax Rate For 
"72, Seen As Possible 


It may seem early, but 1972 as department heads begin their 


annual submission of requests. 

After holding the line on the 
1971 tax rate, Finance Committee 
members are optimistic of a repeat 
performance in the coming year, 
if all goes well. 

Among the factors involved, Dr. 
Albert Greenberg, FinCom chair- 
man thinks, is the current wage- 
price freeze imposed by President 
Nixon, as well as some hard 
thinking on the part of town 
agencies as to asking for only 
basic needs in the year ahead. 

The freeze which temporarily 
cancelled salary increases for 
many municipal employees, pre- 
dominantly in the school depart- 
ment, will have a definite effect 
on the town’s surplus cash ac- 
count at the end of the year, Dr. 
Greenberg points out. This fund 
is usually tapped to assist in 
effecting a downward trend in the 
tax rate. 

The price freeze may also have 
a beneficial effect on the surplus 
account, since some savings may 
have resulted in purchasing and 
contract awards due to the Presi- 
dential order. 

In the school department, there 
could be a considerable amount 
of money turned back to the town, 
the FinCom chairman points out, 
but it is dependent on the number 
of new personnel hired and the 
salary rate established for new 
positions prior to the imposition 
of federal regulations. 

The school department also 
holds the key to the 1972 tax 
picture, Dr. Greenberg feels. 

If the department sticks to its 
announced policy of adopting a

Recaptures 


Top Taxpayer Role 


The Raytheon company until a 
year ago the town’s top taxpayer, 
regained that position in 1971 with 
the completion of its new facility 
in West Andover. 

The electronics firm contributed 
$710,152.60 in taxes to lead the 
town’s ten top taxpayers this year 
based on its property assessed at 
$15, 438,100. 

Raytheon has led the top ten 
until a year ago when the Gillette 
Toiletries Company, new in- 
dustrial tenants in the Lowell 
Junction area topped the list. 

Gillette dropped into second 
place this year with a tax bill of 
$322,915.40 based on its property 
valued at $7,019,900. 

Valuation of the town overall 
increased substantially the past 
year and the industrial portion of 
the total also showed an increase. 

The total valuation of the town 
for 1971 is $201,080,700, as com- 
pared to $188,499,500 a year ago, 
according to figures compiled by 
Assessor William H. Russell. 

The percentage breakdown by 
classification shows that industrial 
property totals $29,612,100 for 66 
units, representing 15 percent of 
the overall total. A year ago this 
figure was $22,584,000 for 63 units 
and 12 percent of the total. 

Residential property represents 
74 percent, with 7,890 units valued 
at $148,399,300 in 1971, as com- 
pared to $143,566,200 a year ago 
for 76 percent of the total. 

Commercial property, which 
dropped percentage-wise in 1971, 
totaled $23,069,300 or 11 percent 
of the total.

Busing Problem Is 


A $62,000 


The school committee hopes that 
the $62,000 question is answered, 
on the issue of the public school 
system transporting private school 
students to their schools. 

The question: is the townobliged 
to transport local private school 
students even if their school open- 
ing and closing times do not match 
the public schools’ schedules? 

If so, seven new buses and 
$62,000 is what General Services 
Supervisor Jack Berberian es- 
timates it will cost, and ‘‘where’s 
the money coming from?’’ Super- 
intendent Dr. Kenneth Seifert 
points out that the town spends 
eight times as much on buses now 
as it does on textbooks. ‘‘Do you 
buy books or buses?’’ 

The answer the school com- 
mittee is banking on is Town 
Counsel Frederic O’Brien’s 
written opinion that while the town 
is obliged to offer transportation 
to the private school students, yet, 
‘In my opinion, in the absence of 
guidance rules established by the 
State Department of Education, the 
Town is not obligated to re-adjust 
its busing schedules to match the 
unusual times of attendance at 
private schools. The private school 
pupil should be taken to his school, 
and taken from his school at the 
same times that are used for the 
transportation of public school 
pupils.’’ 

Andover’s public school buses 
have followed the stated policy 
of busing local parochial students 
to their schools, whose times 
schedules are the same as the 
public schools. The buses have

also followed the quiet policy of 
making transportation available 
also to any private school students 
who wish to make use of the 
regularly scheduled bus runs. 

The controversy arose recently 
over a parent’s contention that the 
town should provide transportation 
to all students at Pike, which has 
153 students scattered about town. 
Berberian said, this would mean 
more buses because of the 
scattered location of the school, in 
contrast to the neighborhood orien- 
tation of public schools, and be- 
cause Pike’s opening and closing 
times do not match those of public 
schools, and their bus runs. Dr, 
Seifert said that status of the pre- 
kindergarten nursery schools was 
also an issue. Are they private 
schools? 

O’Brien’s letter pointed out that 
no case has determined whether 
the town must adjust its trans- 
portation to ‘‘the peculiar time 
schedules, wfich differ from the 
time schedules of the public 
schools.’’ Thus his opinion rests 
on the fact that the town has dis- 
covered no Department of Educa- 
tion guidance rules to that effect; 
therefore the town is not obligated 
to adjust its transportation to the 
‘‘peculiar time schedules.”’ 


What if the private school does 
the adjusting? Pike Headmaster 
Raymond A. Nelson assured the 
TOWNSMAN Wednesday that 
‘fwe’re going to stay peculiar.’’ 
He said the school had no intent, 
nor would it be feasible, to change 
its schedule, in order to obtain 
town busing for its students. Some 
students had come by public bus 
in the past, he said, before the 
controversy arose. School com- 
mitteeman Dr. Frank Griggs said 
that it wouldn’t be a financial 
disaster if the town had to pay for 
busing, not all the students would 
ride the bus and the worst it could 
actually cost the town was up to 
$30,000, since the state reim- 
burses half the costs of busing. 
Frank Hill reminded him that the 
reimbursement would go into the 
town coffers, later, but not into the 
school department budget. ‘‘In the 
school budget, it would be 
$60,000,’’ and he commented that 
in his opinion, $30,000 was a lot. 

Town Counsel Frederic 
O’Brien’s opinion was cited once 
more at the meeting, which was a 
bare quorum, with Dr. Richard 
Katz and Dr. DanF rishman absent. 
(Dr. Frishman has been absent 
this fall due to illness.) Chairman 
William King said that he had the 
town counsel’s opinion that the 
school system’s student involve- 
ment policy, voted last meeting 
subject to his approval, covered 
the town. This policy allows in- 
surance coverage of teachers’ 
driving students to further educa- 
tional pursuits, and requires 
waivers and permission from stu- 
dents’ parents and other drivers 
to insure this. 

Dr. Griggs had another point 
to make when the official Oct. J 
school enrollment figures were 
announced, and no one challenged 
or commented on it. When Chair- 
man William King announced the 
Oct. 1, 1971 school enrollment as 
6,172, an increase of 126 pupils 
over last year at the same date, 
Griggs noted that despite this the 
elementary school population had 
dropped 30 pupils. Last spring, 
during the controversy over the 
appropriation for the Doherty 
school, which was defeated, Griggs 
had held that there would not be an 
increase in the elementary school 
population this year,

‘hold-the-line’ budget in the year 
ahead, then the prospects for a 
status quo tax rate would appear 
to be good, Greenberg says. 

‘‘We on the finance committee 
intend to work diligently to retain 
the tax rate at its present level 
for another year. I think we can 
do it.’’ 

‘If the schools can hold to the 
nine or ten percent increase as 
proposed by the superintendent, 
I think we can do it without too 
much difficulty,’? Greenberg said. 

The FinCom chairman noted 
there are no capital projects con- 
templated at this time, to his 
knowledge. The water treatment 
plant construction funds are behind 
the town now, and there is no 
proposed new school construction 
as of the moment, he noted. 

‘In general, I think there is a 
‘take it easy’ attitude on the part 
of the townspeople and town ad- 
ministrators which will be of great 
assistance to the taxpayers as 1972 
planning moves’ ahead,’ Dr. 
Greenberg noted. 

With an election year in the 
offing, there may be additional 
state and federal funds becoming 
available for some of the major 
projects, thus producing a wait 


and see attitude, the PinCom chair- 
man feels. 

Basic to the 1972 financial think- 
ing, Dr. Greenberg feels, is the 
current economic and employment 
situation, which ‘‘positively dic- 
tates a no- spending unless 
absolutely necessary philosophy.’’ 

The FinCom chairmanwas hesi- 
tant on a possible tax rate de- 
crease, hopeful of setting a target 
on holding the present levy, with 
any possible decreases being a 
bonus to be hoped for.

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Hollywood may scrap 


ratings. 


The movie rating system, 
the muddled alphabet of G to X, is in 
serious trouble and right now des- 
perate efforts are being made in 
Hollywood and New York to revamp 
and tighten the regulations before 
government censorship crushes in. 

But one of the ironies of the 
current film sex-and-violence flare- 
up, is the fact that the majority of 
movie-goers, the age block of 18 to 
30, has no complaints whatsoever. 
These regular film fans take the 
nudity, sex and rough language 
without a qualm. 

There are two groups that 
are crying out with alarm. One is the 
self-appointed, generally middle- 
aged and older guardians of the pub- 
lic morals. These people will admit, 
proudly in most cases, that they 
seldom if ever go to the movies 
except for an occasional dip into 
something like “Love Story” or 
“Airport” and they would like an 
endless succession of things like 
“The Sound of Music” and Walt 
Disney pictures. 

The other, and very legiti- 
mate protestors, are parents who 
are finding it increasingly difficult to 


locate a picture to take the kids to see. 


And here is the crux of the 
problem centering on the GP rating. 
GP stands for “all ages admitted, 
parental guidance suggested”. 

Here is where the rating 
system and Hollywood are just 
begging for the re-institution of 
strict censorship. In their greed to 
extract every possible dollar from 
the box office, the Hollywood studios 
have pressured and argued the 
administrators of the code and rat-

ing system into giving a GP rating to 
films that should fall into the R 
category. 


The most notorious example 


was “Ryan’s Daughter,” a lovely 
film with one exquisitely done nude 
love scene, perfectly acceptable to 
all but the most prudish adults, but 
certainly not for children. MGM 
made such a noise about the “R” 
rating (Restricted, Under 17 requir- 
ing accompanying parent or adult 
guardian) and threatened to with- 
draw from the system, that the rat- 
ing was moved up toa GP. 

One of the things to realize 
is that the Hollywood studios are in 
rough shape. Movie attendance is 
about 15 million a week as compared 
to between 70 and 90 million a week 
in the late 1940s, the peak era of the 
“golden age of cinema” before 
television. 

As acurious sideline to all 
this, there is another development in 
movies. While there has been great 
concern over the rating system, 
hardcore pornographic movies have 
come out from underground. Before, 
such stag films were seen only at 
lodge halls after midnight. 

Now, with little complaint 
from the general public, the hard- 
core stuff has blossomed across the 
country (30 theaters in and around 
Times Square) and in the past few 
months it has moved into Boston. 
None of the patrons has complained 
and explicit sex grinds away all day 
on the screen. The houses have 
avoided trouble thus far by strictly 
enforcing the over-21 age limit.

Process 


Underway 


Preparations are underway for 
the annual agency budget process 
at the new Merrimack Valley 
United Fund. 

This is the procedure whereby 
member agencies present their 
budget request and review their 
program and finances with the 
Budget Committee. Meetings will 
start Oct. 18 and run almost nightly 
until mid-December, in order that 
all the 74 member agencies canbe 
reviewed. 

The Budget Committee itself has 
75 members equally representa- 
tive of the Greater Haverhill, 
Lawrence and t.owell areas. 
Chairman for this first year of 
the new fund is Dean K. Webster 
of the H. K. Webster Co., Law- 
rence. Vice Chairmen are Arnold 
S. Lerner of Radio Station WLLH, 
representing Lowell; John P. 
Fitzpatrick of the Essex Broadway 
Savings Pank, Lawrence; and 
George McGregor, Jr., of the Page 
Insurance Co., Haverhill. 

An Orientation meeting for the 
Committee was held on Oct. 5, 
at which the Fudget Committee 
Policies and sample budget forms 
were distributed. For the meet- 
ings with agencies, the Committee 
is sub-divided first into three 25- 
member panels representing the 
major service areas: Casework, 
Character Fuilding and Health 
agencies. These are each headed 
by one of the vice chairmen. 

Then each panel has four sub- 
groups. Each agency will meet 
with a sub-group and summary 
meetings will be held in December 
by the full panels and the full 
Committee in order to recommend 
1972 allocations to the Loard of 
Directors. 

Chairman Webster commented 
that the Fudget Committee serves 
as the community’s voice in re- 
viewing the work and finances of 
agencies. He told committee mem- 
bers to consider the agencies role 
in terms of such criteria as the 
number and type of people served, 
relation to community needs and 
relation to other agencies. He also 
called for explanations of any un- 
usual increases in budgetary 
requests.

Electric Co. 
Changes It’s 


Planning 


New England Electric System 
has announced changes in its 
capacity planning for the late 
1970’s. Guy W. Nichols, President, 
said ‘‘It’s becoming increasingly 
evident that the time required for 
the necessary permits to construct 
nuclear plants has increased by 
one to two years. The recefit land- 
mark decision involving’ the 
Calvert Cliffs nuclear plant in 
Maryland now requires the AEC to 
incorporate in its evaluation of 
any proposal a review of the impact 
on the environment. This review 
is in addition to the environmental 
reviews already required by other 
properly authorized State and “ed- 
eral agencies. ”’ 

Mr. Nichols added, ‘‘The effect 
of the Calvert Cliff’s decision on 
nuclear power plant licensing 
underscores the need for simplifi- 
cation on the present licensing 
procedures. Delays of one to two 


years duration ontop of the present 
seven to eight year lead time are 
clearly unacceptable. 
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‘‘Our System’s proposed nuclear 
plant scheduled for 1978 planned 
at Rome Point on Narragansett 
Pay in Rhode Island has slipped to 
1979 or 80. We are still convinced 
that the combination of Nuclear 
Base load plants and pumped 
storage generation for peaking 
purposes is the best environmental 
combination for New England, but 
power demand in all areas, 
especially to help clean up the 
environment, continues to rise. 
These demands must be met.’’ 

To provide the power to supply 
New England’s growing energy 
needs during this period of delay, 
New England Electric will build 
a smaller, oil-fired plant north 
of Boston by 1978. Nichols indi- 
cated a fossil plant is the choice 
of the New England Planning Com- 
mittee, the regional group which 
helps to plan the size, type andin- 
service date of generating plants 
for the six-state region. They 
believe a fossil plant is the type 
that can be planned, approved and 
constructed to meet the loadgrowth 
in 1978.

Andover’s K-6’ers are now in- 
side of the system’s new indi- 
vidualized mathematics program 
(IMS) and most of them are now 
working on daily individual ‘‘pre- 
scriptions” from their teacher, 

The principals report that most 
of the teachers are either enthused 
by now, or at least finding working 
into the new system easier each 
day, while the reaction of Doherty 
primary graders the TOWNSMAN 
questioned was ‘‘It’s fun.’”’ Prin- 
cipal Ed Regan says the program 
is going more smoothly than he 
ever expected, with 100 percent 
of the children now working on 
prescription, and remarks in mock 
disgust, ‘‘The kids are saying 
they love math!’’ 

But why is numeration pink? So 
that Miss Crowley’s first grader 
can walk out to the math cart in 
the Doherty School corridor, and 
himself find the section with the 
pink folders, and the particular 
folder (‘With a 1 and a 6 on it, 
she said.’’) on skill areas in 
numeration that Miss Crowley has 
prescribed for him to learn that 
When he is finished, up 
goes a little red ‘‘flag’ for 
help on his desk to signal the 
teacher to come and check his 
work, and mark it off as mastered 
in his own math folder on his 
desk, on a card that will later 
serve as his math report card, to 
show his parents the skills he has 
mastered in math. 

Something else is on hisdesk-a 
single old sock. That comes into 
play after the plastic-coated 
assignment has been corrected - 
rubbing off the answers so another 
child can use the same assignment 
sheet when ready for that skill. 
That old red sock and the plastic 
administrators say, cut the cost 
of the program to Andover by at 
least a third, over a five year 
period. 

Helping the teachers with the 
new program are a few paid aides 
at each school, and a number of 
parent volunteer aides. Most of 
the paid aides work five hours a 
day, five days a week, while the 
volunteers usually come in for one 
specified hour per week, to help 
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IMS math materials in 


orderly file. Doherty students look for individual assign- 


ments prescribed for each. 


with the math program. This 
varies from school to school, how- 
ever; Miss Dobbie at Shawsheen 
reports that many of her staff of 
volunteers come for a_ whole 
morning or a whole afternoon; 
‘“‘We really need them and use 
them,” She reports her teachers 
are enthusiastic about the IMS 
math program. Shawsheen is plan- 
ning a workshop for its volunteer 
aides, Oct. 28, 1:30 to 2:36 p.m., 
with babysitting provided, and 
other schools have planned similar 
workshops. 

South and Sanborn report the 
IMS program is working smooth- 
ly, ‘‘Next will be the individualized 
reading,’’ said Sanborn Principal 
Joseph Normandy, and took off 
for the released time teachers’ 
workshop Tuesday afternoon for 
the first of a series of sessions to 
further train the Andover 
elementary teachers for both the 
math andthe reading individualized 
programs. 

Bancroft Principal Earl Simon 
told the TOWNSMAN that teacher 
after teacher has told him that 
though it has been hectic getting 
into the program, ‘‘the children 
are really responding to it.” He 
said the greatest need for volun- 
teers is at the beginning of such 
a program, with materials to 
organize, and a need to show 
children how to find and use the 
prescribed materials. 

West’s A. Gene frulla agrees, 
adds that once the bugs are out 
of the system, he feels his school 
won’t have to be dependent on 
volunteer aide to any great extent. 
Putting in a plug for the open 
concept school, he claims ‘‘You 
don’t need as many people here, 
where the cart is available to 
everyone in the the unit, and you 
can group and regroup children, 
as you do in self-contained class- 
rooms where the materials have 
to be out in the corridor to share 
them between classes.” Frulla

Testing Program Indicates 


Success In F lexiblity 


What never came out at the 
school committee’s presentation 
of the elementary schools’ per- 
formance on the Stanford Achieve- 
ment tests was a_ statement 
from Superintendent Dr. Seifert 
that ‘‘evidence is coming in that 
children who have studied in more 
flexible programs in flexible 
buildings ingeneral score higher.”’ 

That’s because no one asked the 
right question. 

The school department told the 
school committee how Andover’s 
elementary school students had 
performed on the Stanford 
Achievement Tests of last spring 
-- high average to above average 
with ups and downs on different 
subtests and between schools -- 
and then the controversy began, 
sharp, but without personal 
animosity. 

Dr. Frank Griggs asked for 
public comparison of the 
performances of the six ele- 
mentary schools against each 
other. “‘l’d feel deprived if:I 
didn’t know. If I knew my school 
was below, I’d be in a better posi- 
tion to put pressure on.”’ 

*‘That’s what we hire the super- 
intendent and assistant superinten- 
dent for,’’ retorted Chairman 
William King. Superintendent Dr. 
Kenneth R. Seifert met the Griggs 
contention head-on as he put it to 
the policy-making committee: <‘] 
must say flatly that pitting schools 
against each other that way is 
divisive and detrimental to the 
Motivation and direction of the 
schools. I can’t say it any plainer.”’ 

What no one at the meeting 
did, but the TOWNSMAN separate- 
ly did, was to press the adminis- 
tration to say whether the 
nationally - given standardized

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eral. The superintendent’s state- 
ment on the higher scoring of the 
students in the most flexible 
programs was his reply. 

But school officials insist that 
that it is the insides of the tests 
that are significant, - the subtests 
which show that Andover first 
graders have many _ superior 
spellers, and lift the stanine graph 
over to the right (significantly 
higher than the national norm) in 
word study skills, but have more 
children than you’d expect rating 
lower in paragraph meaning. ‘‘It 
shows you where they’re doing 
well, and where you need to beef 
it up,’’ Guidance Director William 
Igoe said. 

It’s saying, Dr, Seifert said; 
‘*Mrs. Jones, your child performed 
in the lowest stanine in this one 
area of the test, and here’s what 
we’re doing about it and here’s 
what you can do at home, to help 
him improve.”’ 

The stanine graph which the 
school department will give to 
parents to depict their child’s 
performance has nine stanines, 
or different percentile ranges of 
performance, going from 1 (poor) 
through 4.5 and 6 (average) up to 
9, which is superior. 5 is the 
national average. A child’s per- 
formance can be plotted against 
the bell-like curve of the national 
norm to show how he compares 
with it, with his class or the system 
as a whole. 

Another way to express the 
child’s raw score is by a straight 
percentile. Here the national 
average is 50, and anything above 
50 is above average. 

Another, and perhaps most con- 
fusing way for the lay person to 
read the raw score is by Grade 
Equivalency. Here the national 
average is the grade and month he 
took the test, -- score is expressed 
as 1.8 for a first grader, and 2.8 
for a second grader and so on, 
with anything above this norm 
signifying higher than the normal 
expectancy for a child at that 
point. 

After the meeting Mrs. Judith 
McNamara, of Haven Drive, a 
parent who had said in the meeting 
she thought individual schools 
should be compared for the 
parents, said she concluded that 
human nature being what it was, 
the dangers of publicily comparing 
the schools outweighed the points 
on the other side. 

This in spite of Dr. Griggs’ 
points about ‘‘opening up the 
question of sectional feelings 
about schools.’’

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Editorial Comment 


Mr. Kemper 


Few men are endowed with the leadership qualities ne- 
cessary to guide and direct a world renowned institution 
such as Phillips Academy. 

In more modern times, it has required an unusual capa- 
bility to blend tradition, established through centuries, 
with the dernier cri demanded by our changing society. 

It is with this in mind, that we learn, with regret of the 
premature retirement of John Mason Kemper as the Lith 
headmaster of Phillips Academy. 

Since 1948, when he succeeded the popular, respected 
Claude Moore Fuess, Mr. Kemper has guided Phillips 
through its greatest growth. 

The academy curriculum underwent substantial change 
during his tenure and more young men were afforded edu- 
cational opportunities through his innovative programs. 

Growth of the student body rose from 750 to 900 and 
numbered among its student population were disadvantaged 
young men who gained an education through the A Better 
Chance program. 

Outward Bound, a program designed to offer an en- 
lightening educational survival and service opportunity 
received his support. 


Under his direction, the Andover campus was enriched 
with new dormitories, a modern science building, arts and 
communications buildings and other capital improvements 
gained through the direction of the Andover Program which 
raised almost $7,000,000 to accomplish the goals. 

But, it was more than the bricks and mortar, the innova- 
tive programs and the opportunities which the 11th head- 
master of Phillips Academy brought to the school. 

It was the quality of leadership which he transmitted to 
those fortunate to have come in contact with his direction. 

This, above all, is the attribute, which, through his quiet 
talents, he instilled in every man, faculty member, alumnus 
and student, proud to carry the Royal Blue of Andover. 

The emotional finality of “I am no longer your head- 
master,” spoken to students and faculty a week ago by Mr. 
Kemper, created a void difficult to fill. 

It is seldom that men of his ilk, with such outstanding, 
personal qualities, placed in positions of high responsibility 
meets the demands so articulately as has Mr. Kemper. 


The “staying power,” 


which he doubts due to the health 


reasons which caused his early retirement, is indelibly im- 
pressed in the rich traditions of Phillips Andover. 


Industry 


Value of industry to a community is shown clearly in 
Andover, where in the past few years a sudden upsurge in 
industrial growth has served the taxpayer well. 

There were doubts as to the feasibility of utility installa- 
tion for the proposed new industries. There was concern 
over the effect of new industry as equivocated with popula- 
tion projections. 

While some of these questions may have been justified in 
the initial presentations of proposed new industrial com- 
plexes, the wisdom of Andover’s invitation to such as 
Gillette and Raytheon to be a part of our community has 
proven to be most beneficial. 

A year ago, Gillette catapulted to Andover’s top tax- 
payer. 

This year, Raytheon, with its new plant completed in 
West Andover, returned to that distinction with its property 


assessed at in excess of $15,000,000. The toiletries firm, an 
Andover neighbor for only a few years is in the number two 
position. 


Not very far behind is another new industry, Brockway- 
Smith, located off Dascomb road in the Lowell Junction 
Industrial area. 

Andover, this year had no increase in its tax rate, due in 
no small part to the diligence of voters at town meeting, but 
aided substantially by the welcome additional industrial 
inhabitants. 

The town’s industrial commission is constantly on the 
alert to provide additional manufacturing space for prospec- 
live industrial tenants. 

With the experience of what has been accomplished in 
these past few years, we hope that Andover continues to be 
a popular industrial address for firms such as Raytheon, 
Gillette and the rest who not only prove to be substantial 
contributors to our tax burdens but good neighbors as well.

A short time ago, at a school committee meeting, a stu- 
dent representative from the high school, suggested a course 
be offered at the high school level dealing with the budgetary 
process and working of municipal government. 

The idea seems a good one. 

Hoping that the suggestion was given to provide an en- 
richment course, rather than compulsion to face the every- 
day necessities of school work, we find that such a course 
could be most beneficial. 

We are sure that the course could be implemented quite 
easily through lectures offered by municipal administrators. 

It would lead to a better understanding of the operations 
of the municipality in which the students reside. 

It would also offer enlightenment as to the problems 
facing the community at present and to be faced by the 
students in a few short years. 


Such a course could offer a good foundation to the com- 
munity’s future citizens and taxpayers. 

While courses in government are offered in most all areas 
of the school curriculum, a localized offering could prove 
to be an adequate preparation for the vears ahead. 

Implementation of such a course would seem to be easy. 
It would be more than interesting to see the response to 
such an offering, coupled with its results.

Glass To 
Be Topic 


Sandwich glass will be featured 
at the opening meeting of the 
Andover Historical Society, tonight 
at 8 p.m. at the Deacon Amos 
Blanchard House, 97 Main St. 
Raymond Barlow, authority on its 
history and significance, will lec- 
ture and present an extensive 
exhibit. 

The glass manufactory was 
founded by Deming Jarves in 1825 
at Sandwich on Cape Cod. This 
location was chosen not because 
of the surrounding sands which 
proved to be unsuitable for glass 
making, but because of the wood- 
lands that provided the necessary 
fuel for the furnaces. Many types 
of glassware were made at the 
factory, but the blown molded and 
pressed were the principal com- 
mercial product. Glass was made 
in a great variety of colors, be- 
sides the clear. Pieces were 
etched, engraved, cut and even 
decorated. Productionended at the 
Boston and Sandwich Glass Com- 
pany about 1888 with disagreement 
between labor and management. 
Several attempts were made to 
reopen the glassworks without 
success. During its operation the 
factory produced more than 30 
million dollars worth of glass.

‘Twas A Tickling Tremor 


Nature can raise havoc, whether 
its wrath be mild, as was the case 
Tuesday night, or great. 

About 9 p.m. Tuesday, the still 
of the night was soundly disturbed 
by a thunderous rumble, causing 
concern among thousands in An- 
dover and its environs. 

Some thought it a sonic boom, 
many had qualms concerning their 
boilers, but after considerable 
concern and consternation, it was 
determined that a wide area from 
the New Hampshire line to the 
westerly portion of Roston, had 
been hit by a slight earth tremor. 

The mini-quake was registered 
insignificantly on the seismograph 
at the Weston Observatory. Rev. 
Francis Donohue, S.J., assistant 
director of the observatory re- 
ported the uncommon occurance 
took place about 9 p.m. and lasted 


about two seconds. It hardly 
registered on the seismometer. 

But for many, it presented a 
few frightening moments. Public 
safety headquarters were swamped 
with calls seeking information con- 
cerning the happenstance, as were 
offices of the news media. 

Prevalent was concern about the 
household heating unit. With heat 
being turned on more prominently 
at this time of year, many felt 
the boiler had exploded. Some 
investigated, others simply waited 
and hoped nothing was wrong. 

As the school committee dis- 
cussed matters, the sudden thun- 
der was casually passed off by an 
administrator as ‘‘probably one 
of the boilers just went.”’ 

Then again, school committee 
members by nature, must build an 
immunity even to earthquakes.
